He was drunk 
at the time and McPhee threw him out 
of the police station.

Mi, (ihio, Jan. 8 —The rehearing of 


the suit of the United States Express 
company against William R. and Har- 
mon Colvin to recover money alleged 
to have been stolen was begun in this 
city. On February 22,1892, the station 
of the Pitteburg, Fort Wayne and Chi- 
cago railroad was entered and robbed 
of a package of $7,400 received that 
night by the United States Express 
company over the Lake Erie and West- 
ern, consigned to Paymaster Thomas, 
to be used in paying the employes. 
The company put the best detectives 
they could get on the rise, but no clew 
was discovered, and the case was almost 
forgotten until about two years ago, 
when the express company created a 
sensation by bringing suit against ei- 
Chief of Police William K. Colvin and 
Harmon Colvin, his aon, both of this 
city, to recover the amount of the 
money which was taken from their 
office 
The suit waa brought in the 


name of Thomas C. Platt, of New York, 
president of the express company. 
The decision was that the suit was not 
brought in the name of the proper 
person. The company appealed the 
the case to the supreme court and had 
the decision reveiaed, and the case 
came up for trial this afternoon, Wil- 
liam R, Colvin having in the meantime 
died., 


The company charges that the Col- 


vins, knowing that the package of 
money would arrive on or about that 


day, 
conspired to make away with the 


money, and did carry off the package 
during the temporary absence of the 
agent. 
The petition also elates that 


the company had to make good to the 
consignee the $7,300 BO appropriated by 
the defendant. 


The answer of the Colvins is a com- 


plete denial of all the allegations, and 
the case will be hard fought to the bit- 
ter end. both sides being represented 
by eminent lawyers. The case js all 
the more sensational from the fact that 
at the time the robbery was committed 
the elder Colvin was marshal of the 
then town of Lima. He was afterward 
ichjef of th* pol|qe force, and served 
later as a patrolman. The hearing of 
the evidence began today, and it is ex- 
pected that the case will occupy a week 
or ten days.

president of the American Railway 
uion, and several members of the ex- 
ecutive committee, who were found 
guilty of contempt by Judge Woods, of 
the United States court, were this 
morning surrendered to the custody ol 
Marshal Arnold and locked up at K 
o'clock in the marshal's private office. 
The counsel for the prisoners decided 
this morning not to contest the case 
any further before the circuit court 
but will, on Saturday of this week, ask 
the United States supreme court at 
Washington for a writ of habeas corpus. 
On this application, whether it is 
granted or not, they will have the 
right to take an appeal, and on 
this appeal may secure the liberation 
of the prisoners on 
bail, pending 


a hearing. Acting under the directions 
of Clerk ^Burnham, Mr. Pickard, hia as- 
sistant, issued orders of commitment, 
on which Marshal Arnold, if he feels 
so disposed, may send the prisoners to 
jail. The marshal Bays, however, that 
he will take no further proceedings 
until he has directions from Judge 
Woods, to whom he will apply for in- 
struction this afternoon.

ADVANCE IN MACHINERY. 


Itivc.sligntiou Conducted l>y llio Hiiro... 


or l,nl»ov. 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 8.—A general in- 


vestigation on the advance of machin- 
ery in the industrial -world and its 
elfeot on labor has been begun by the 
bureau of labor. The object of the in- 
quiry is to determine what modern 
machinery haa done as compared to 
hand labor and what inroads machinery 
has made in the. field, formerly occupied 
by hand labor. It is the first invest!- 
L'at'on on this line that has evfr been 
attempted by the government and it is 
expected to prove an immense under- 
taking though less difficult to accom- 
plish than some of the inquiries already 
made by the labor bureau. 


Several of the agents have been 


already sent out on the work, provided 
with circular 
inquiries 
calling for 


collection of various specific instances 
of hand labor, the lime, cost aud labor 
involved in the production of various 
articles, compared with the correspond- 
ing conditions iu the modern factories. 
The work will require a year or more 
and the whole force of twenty or 
twenty-five agenta of the bureau in the 
field will be engaged on it after a- few 
weeks, with the collection of statistics 
of slrikea from 18S7 to July i,'last, is 
completed.
